For this purpose and to 


defray tho espouses of tho comtrision- 
orn, 815,000 have boon appropriated by 
tho Kovoromont of Victoria, with a pos- 
sibility of an additional appropriation 
of $10,000. It is sjid that the gold 
Holds of Australia wtll furnish spec 5 
nions of thoir produotM, and tho famous 
wools will form not tho leant interest- 
ing foaturo among thu industries of for 
eign nations.

Tho Senate has passed tho silver 


poinage bill in an amended form — that 
is, it has stricken out so much as to 
make the itilvcr coinage a legal tender, 
beyond $5, as at present, and tho House 
has concurred, and, as soon as tho pres- 
ident signs it it will bo a law. The bill 
as passed provides that tho Seordtary of* 
the Treasury bo authorized to purchase 
bullion and bavoit coined into 10, 20, 
25 and 00 coat pieces, and paid out ' i n 
exchange for fractional currency.

five cent nickel coins in circulation — 
perhaps as many as thoro aro genuine 
— that tho coinage of live cent silver 
piccoa might be resumed. Tho nickel 
coin bus an intrinsic value ol less than 
ono cent, thus affording to counterfeit- 
ers a profit ot over 400 per cent, oven 
if they make tho counterfeit exactly 
correspond to tho original.

Int- 
tor might abiisdon the business and re- 
sume the 5 cent silver piece, Thcio 
arc several millions of the fractional 
currency now on deposit waiting for 
this bill to pass.

Children breathe about 14 cubic feet 
of air per hour, and this, w.hen'exhaled-, 
contains about 430 times tho normal 
amount of carbonic acid', and so swift 
a poison docs the air then become that 
if 100 persons wore confined in a room, 
18 foot square by 11 feet high, in which 
thoro was? no ventilation', within two 
and a halt hqurs every individual 
would be dead.
